HAPPENING? 


I’m sure that I act for each and every one of 
you when I extend the club’s condolences to 
Tony on the death of his father. We will miss 
Tony in Statesville. 

Now three things—first, February’s call for 
dues produced the best response I can 
remember.

Second, I noticed recently that NTCA, the 
national token organization, has 411 members.

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FEDERAL (and NATIONAL) 
CLOTHING STORES

Most people, I believe, collect tokens 
by state. But some collect by type: lumber 
tokens, Indian trader tokens, prison tokens, or 
some such. While I collect mainly North 
Carolina tokens and Texas tokens, I am 
forever finding surprising little series of 
tokens; and they beckon to me. Recently I 
purchased the following token on eBay. 



I show the token larger than usual because it 
contains such an unusual amount of text. The 
token measures 33mm. 


Almost immediately after I purchased 
this Charlotte token the following token 
appeared on eBay. 



And yes, it is exactly the same as the Charlotte 
token except for the street address and city. 

Well that’s interesting, and almost 
immediately after I purchased this Huston 
token the following appeared on eBay. 



Another exact copy of the Charlotte and 
Huston tokens I thought. But look carefully. 
This token is not from the Federal Clothing 
Stores, but from the National Clothing Stores. 

Of course these tokens sent me to my 
token catalogs and the internet. I now know 
that the exact same Federal Clothing token is 
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known from Tampa, Florida; Charleston and 
Columbia, South Carolina; Birmingham and 
Montgomery, Alabama; and New Orleans, 
Louisiana. And the National Clothing Stores 
token is known from Dallas, Texas; Atlanta, 
Georgia, Jacksonville, Florida, and Greenville, 
South Carolina; 

There may indeed be other tokens in 
this series still to be found. National Clothing 
Stores locations existed in Augusta and 
Savana, Georgia. Perhaps there is a Federal 
Clothing Stores token from Knoxville, 
Tennessee. There was a store located there, 
but I have no Tennessee catalog. 

I got really excited when I discovered 
that there had been a Federal Clothing Stores 
location in Rocky Mount. But alas, it did not 
exist there in 1922. Thus it is impossible that 
a Rocky Mount token exists. 


There are several questions I have not 
been able to answer. First, why are some of 
the tokens from Federal Clothing and some 
from National Clothing? J. Nathan is shown 
as president on both types of the token. Next, 
what was so important about 1922? Could this 
have been an inaugural, or anniversary, year 
for the company(s). (Bob King reports that 
Mays, Inc. took over Federal Clothing in 
1931.) 

Most interesting of all however, is this 
question. Did other Federal, or National, 
Clothing stores exist and produce tokens in the 
Carolinas? If Rocky Mount could have such a 
store shouldn’t Raleigh have had one? Or how 
about Greensboro? Winston-Salem? 

Any information would be welcome 
and appreciated.

Belton’s location has now been attributed to 
Rock Hill, South Carolina, by John Mutch, 
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former president of The Token And Medal 
Society (TAMS). He found Belton’s name in 
1910-40 census records, but more significantly 
in a Rock Hill Draft Registration Card (one 
side shown opposite), dated September 12, 
1918. 

Belton is identified there as Edward Devaughn 
Belton, a self-employed “Negro” barber. (This 
may be hard to see, but the second box under 
the “Race” line is headed “Negro” and it is 
checked.) His residence (with wife Edna) is 
439 Trade St in Rock Hill. He was born in 
1876, thus he was 42 years old when required 
to register for service in World War I. A 
North Carolina Draft Registration Card, that of 
his son Joseph Eugene Belton, indicates 
Belton still lived at the same Rock Hill address 
in 1930. Mutch found Belton’s burial location 
to be Rock Hill in 1967. 

This attribution, perhaps amplified with further 
detail, has been placed in the TAMS database.

A (sort of) NEW NORTH 
CAROLINA FIND

Recently I was able to acquire the token shown 
below. 


Waccamaw / (star) / Store / (star) / Land and 
Lumber Co. // Good For / 50 / In Merchandise - R. 
Br, 20 mm 

I have called this a “sort of’ new find because 
it is not listed in Trantow’s Catalog of Lumber 
Company Store Tokens. It does however 


appear on TokenCatalog.com, where it is 
attributed to Bolton, NC. 

But TokenCatalog.com has attributions to 
North Carolina that are, to say the least, open 
to question. Is this attribution correct? Well, 
maybe. 

On the internet one can find a history of Lake 
Waccamaw State Park, and therein read the 
following: “In 1797, for a little more than 
$7,000, the State of North Carolina made 
grants to Stephen Williams for 100,000 acres 
of land, to William Collins for 40,120 acres, 
and to Benjamin Rowell for 30,000 acres. 
These grants were all located on the east side 
of Lake Waccamaw, where Lake Waccamaw 
State Park is now located, and the grants 
adjoined each other. In 1904, the Waccamaw 
Land and Lumber Company purchased 
substantially all of this land for timber 
purposes. The company’s headquarters was 
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located nearby in Bolton, where it operated a 
huge double band sawmill.” 

Also, in the New York Lumber Trade Journal, 
Vol.37 (1904) an article, carrying the dateline 
November 15, Wilmington, NC, reports The 
Waccamaw Land and Lumber Company 
“recently” purchased 171,120 acres of timber 
in Brunswick, Bladen and Columbus counties 
for the sum of $357,000. This purchase must 
have been made up of the Williams, Collins 
and Rowell grants plus an additional 1000 
acres. If one stops here the Bolton attribution 
seems secure. But, we read further that, “The 
plant of the Chadbourne Lumber Company, 
located on the waterfront in this city, has been 
purchased by the Waccamaw Land and 
Lumber Company.” On consideration though, 
there would be no need for a “store” in 
Wilmington. The store would be located at the 
worksite. So is Bolton still the secure 
attribution? 

Things get murkier. The Wilmington Semi- 
Weekly Messenger of November 8, 1904 
reports that “Waccamaw Land and Lumber 
Company expects to locate a large lumber mill 
either in Wilmington or Southport.” And, in 
the Report of the (NC) State Tax Commission 
of 1907 we see clearly that the Waccamaw 
Land and Lumber Company is (said by the 
Commission to be) located in Southport. Oh 
my! 


But, as they say in TV sales pitches, wait, 
there’s more. A report from Wananish, N.C. 
dated April 5, 1905 states in part that “... the 
improvements in contemplation will cause 
expenditures of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. The Waccamaw Land and Lumber 
Company having secured 225,000 acres, are 
building a railway going ... to Wilmington.” 
So, it is clear that Waccamaw Land and 
Lumber undoubtedly had lumbering facilities 
(maybe a camp and store?) near this little town 
that was in northern Columbus County and is 
now part of the town of Lake Waccamaw. 

What does one make of all this? First, 
Wananish, and thus the 225,000 acres secured 
by Waccamaw Land and Lumber, is near— 
perhaps cheek by jowl with—the 171,120 
acres purchased “on the east side of Lake 
Waccamaw” in 1904. And both are within 10 
miles of Bolton. Also, just as a store for mill 
workers (or loggers) would not have been 
necessary in Wilmington, neither would it 
have been necessary in Southport. So I’m 
betting on Bolton and will label my token 
accordingly. But additional information will 
be welcome. 

Finally, aside from all the location problems, I 
find it interesting that Waccamaw Land and 
Lumber had one of the contracts to supply 
lumber for the Panama Canal project.

The past few months have been very exciting 
for North Carolina Token Collectors as a large 
collection of NC Tokens were sold on E-Bay, 
each token sold separately. When the 


collection first appeared several tokens were 
listed for sale during the same week, usually 
ending on the same day. The winning bids 
were the highest ever seen for NC Tokens. 
This trend continued for about 6 weeks before 
the prices began to return to normal. Near the 
end of sales for this collection prices were all 
over the place, mostly due to the final two 
bidders bumping heads. No doubt some 
“gotcha” bids were placed to scalp certain 
bidders who do not know the value of the 
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token resulting in them placing large bids and 
taking their punishment. 

There are a few collectors still around that 
began collecting before I started collecting NC 
Tokens in 1985-86. They probably see “new 
finds” listed by me that they saw in the 1960s 
and 1970s but I am blissfully ignorant of those 
listings so I begin again listing some of the 
new finds acquired recently. 

I found out about this Rosman token from the 
grandson of the store owner. He would not sell 
his token but the knowledge that it did exist 
sent me looking for another. A couple of 
months later I got a call from a local 
auctioneer that told me to come by before the 
auction and buy his recently acquired tokens. 
One of his tokens was the token below that I 
had been looking for. 


ROSMAN (Transylvania) 



R.S. MORGAN / DRUGGIST. / ROSMAN, / N.C. // 
GOOD FOR A / 50 / SODA - SQ (WITH CLIPPED 
CORNERS AS MADE) BR 25 Rare 

Note: R.S. Morgan was a druggist in Rosman 
from 1916 through 1921. In 1921 the 
population of Rosman was 527 while that of 
the county seat, Brevard, was 1658. 

The token below was part of the large 
collection sold recently on E-Bay. This 
business only lasted one year. The reason I 
mention this is to point out that this was 
common for a business to close or fail in one 
year or less.

WILSON, N.C. // GOOD FOR / 50 / (STAR) IN 
TRADE (STAR) - RD AL 24 Rare 

Note: Moore’s Smoke House was owned by 
one of the two following people. (1). Lee A. 
Moore was a black man that was a grocer and 
tobacco dealer from 1898 through 1909. (2). 
B.L. Moore was a grocer and tobacco dealer 
from 1904 through 1905. He was a tobacco 
dealer only from 1906 through 1911. The 
illegible section of the token may read 
“Tarboro St.” 

UPDATES/CORRECTIONS 

Recently a token from Mt. Gallant Fishery, 
Winton, Hertford County, was sold on E-Bay. 
I wrote an article for this newsletter Issue #14, 
May 2007 where I stated that this token may 
be one of the earliest tokens from North 
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Carolina. I have since found evidence that 
these two tokens are from the 1915 to 1920 
time frame. It is, however, certain to me that 
this fishery dates to pre-1850. The two tokens 
are good for one tub and one bucket. 


Recently a 1 denomination Ingle Token from 
Murchison, Yancey County was sold on E- 
Bay. For several years only a 50 was known 
and I had personally stated that possibly only a 
50 was ordered. Sometimes it is nice to be 
proven wrong.
